As we head into fall,.I 
now, am seeking applications 
from eligible Alabama young 
mer and women who will be 
high school seniors during the 
2008/2009 school year. 

The U;S. military academies 
desire a broad geographical dis- 
tribution, of:cadets and mid-

In'the last two years 
alone, 102 children— some of 
them very young have been 
treated at Children’s, Hospital 
of. Alabama for traumatic’ in 
juries from ATV crashes 
nore than. one per Week; on 
average. These numbers do not 
include: the'less severe injuries 
we have seen, nor the ATV-re-

As Alabama. families face 
higher food ‘prices stemming 
from soaring fuel costs; supply 


» shortages have forced shoppers 


to dig a little deeper for one tra- 
ditionally low-cost Staple =: po- 
tatoes. According’ to \ the 
Alabama Farmers Federation’ S, 
monthly food price survey, red’ 


., potatoes. were up 14 cents a
